EFFICIENCY. 

At the present time, the Florida National Guard is a 
very efficient organization. The majority of the Officers 
and Non-commissioned Officers are men who have seen 
much service, not only in the last war, but in previous 
activities, consequently the companies are better trained 
than ever before. All of the companies are thoroughly 
equipped and are ready for active duty at any time. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Federal Armory Inspection of the various organizations 
in the Florida National Guard was made in February, 
1021, by Colonel J. M. Kimbrough, the Regular Army 
Instructor for the State of Georgia. The companies were 
found to be in very fair condition and both officers and 
men were commended by the instructor. 

ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT. 

The Annual School and Camp of Instruction was held at 
the State Camp Grounds, Black Point, August 2nd to 
August 21st. The schedule for work prepared by Major 
Walter Moore, Instructor, and approved by the command- 
ing officer of the Fourth Corps Area, was carried out in a 
very satisfactory manner and owing to the fine weather, 
no time was lost. The camp was attended by the entire 
Regiment of Infantry and the Motor Transport Company. 
The number of men present exceeded the number antici- 
pated and estimated for, by from twenty to thirty men, 
which is a noteworthy fact, as the attendance seldom comes 
up to expectations. The improvement in the troops from 



day to day was most remarkable. Strict discipline was en- 
forced and the conduct of the men good. Except as head- 
quarters for the guard, there was scarcely any need for the 
guard house. 

The Coast Artillery Company proceeded to Fort Scriven, 
Ga., for a four day school and fifteen day camp of in- 
struction. The men returned to their homes, from both of 
these camps, pleased with results and full of enthusiasm, 
consequently there were many new enlistments and a 
marked increase in the enrollment, facts indicative of the 
success of the encampments. 

CALLED TO THE AID OF THE CIVIL AUTHORITIES. 

During the encampment at the State Camp Grounds, the 
civil authorities of Duval County called for aid in pro- 
tecting a negro being held in the county jail, charged with 
murder. By order of the Governor, troops (one hundred, 
twenty-nine men) with a machine gun detachment were 
sent to the jail, arriving within one hour after the receipt 
of the call, and remained on duty four days, the number 
being decreased each day. As to the manner in which this 
duty was performed, attention is called to the statement 
made by R. E. Merritt, Sheriff of Duval County, and also 
to the statement of the Camp Commander in his report. 
(Attention is called to the report of the Camp Commander, 
giving in detail, the work done in camp). 

NATIONAL MATCHES. 

The State furnished one National Guard Team and one 
Civilian Team for the National Rifle Matches that were 
held, August 27th, to September 22nd, inclusive, at Camp 
Perry, Ohio. Major Chester H. Wilson was detailed as 
Captain of the National Guard Team. (The team work 
of both teams is given elsewhere in this report.) The 
Florida teams did good work, improving on their previous 



records, and the captains are commended for their hand 
ling of the men and the showing made. 

STATE CAMP GROUNDS AND RIFLE RANGES. 

The State Camp Grounds and Rifle Ranges, which were 
used by the Federal Government during the world war. 
were turned back to the State in June, 1921. In com- 
pliance with our request that some of the buildings that 
had been erected by the Federal Government on the State 
land be left for our uses, about two hundred of them were 
given to us. They include barracks, school buildings, mess 
halls i with refrigerators and ranges), buildings with full 
plumbing equipment such as shower baths and so forth, 
cottages, truck sheds, warehouses and such other buildings 
as will be needed for the National Guard, Regular Troops 
and Civilian Clubs when on duty for mobilization, in- 
struction or riflle practice. The Federal Government also 
left one American LaFrance fire engine, one chemical en- 
gine and ample equipment for fire protection. The value 
of the property that was turned over to the State, not in- 
cluding the land, approximately totals $175,000.00, and 
gives us every thing that is necessary for taking care of, 
comfortably, at least five thousand troops. The Rifle 
Ranges, owing to neglect, were very much out of repair 
when received back by the State. However, we are receiv- 
ing fairly ample funds from the War Department for the 
restoration of these ranges. During 1921, we received 
about $600.00 for repair work and a much larger sum is 
expected during 1922. 

With the addition of about one hundred, fifty targets. 
we would have probably, the best equipped range in the 
United States and could expect a return of the National 
shoots to this range. Except for targets, we have already, 
far superior housing and other equipment to any other 
range, and are fairly well equipped with targets. 
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CAMP GROUNDS. 

We have without doubt, one of the best located and 
naturally adapted camp grounds in the United States and 
we are improving it as rapidly as the appropriations will 
permit. This camp ground and target range is a source 
of pride to the Florida National Guard and would be to 
all of the citizens of the State of Florida if they would 
take the trouble to inspect it. The grounds are a natural 
park and can be utilized for park purposes by the people 
of the State. The camp is open to the public and all are 
invited to inspect it, and with a few reasonable restrictions, 
to make use of it. Including land and buildings, the total 
value of the camp grounds approximates one-half million 
dollars ; is undoubtedly one of the very finest in the coun- 
try, and should be viewed with pride by every citizen in 
the State. 

STATE ARSENAL. 

The Legislature of 1921 appropriated $40,000.00 for the 
repair of the St. Frances Barracks building that was in- 
jured by fire in 1915. The Legislature also requested our 
Senators and Congressmen to secure the transfer of the 
property by the War Department to the State of Florida. 
Senator Trammell introduced a bill for this purpose and 
all of our representatives worked very hard to secure the 
passage of this bill. At the date of this report, after hard 
work on the part of Senators Fletcher and Trammell, the 
bill has passed the Senate and Congressman Sears is 
urging its passage in the House of Representatives. It is 
expected that the building will be repaired during the 
year 1922. 

The St. Frances Barracks property has been occupied 
under lease for the past sixteen years. The Federal Gov- 
ernment leased the entire property to the State at the nom- 
inal rent of $1.00 per year, and thereby has saved the State 



many thousands of dollars that otherwise would have had 
to be spent, either for rent or for the erection of buildings 
necessary for the housing of the Military Department, and 
for the storage and care of the hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of property that is furnished the State an- 
nually by the War Department. 

STORE ROOMS AND OTHER BUILDINGS. 

The store rooms generally, are in poor condition, but 
owing to lack of necessary appropriations, it has been im- 
possible to make such needed repairs. The roofs of all 
buildings should be overhauled as soon as possible and all 
buildings should be painted. The plastering of store- 
rooms should be replaced with metal or wood ceilings. 

GROUNDS 

The grounds are in excellent condition. 

RECORDS OF EX-SERVICE MEN. 

The Service Records of all men who served in the World 
War. from Florida, should be published as soon as practi- 
cable. These records should give the town and county 
from which the men were enlisted, as well as other infor- 
mation. At present, the United States War Department 
has furnished the records of about ninety peccant of our 
men and will probably furnish the remainder within the 
coming year. A serious defect in the records being fur- 
nished is the failure to show the counties from which the 
men enlisted. Numerous requests have come in from or- 
ganizations desiring lists of the men who went into the 
service from their respective counties, but as the records 
now stand, it would be impossible to furnish such lists. 
The State records will have to be made by going over each 
card, nearly forty-four thousand in all, and obtaining the 
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counties by referring to a Postal Guide or some similar 
book of reference. Quite some time and money will bave 
to be expended in perfecting sucb records.

Report of Ex-Service Men's Bureau, State of Florida: 

From : 11'. S. Criswell, Chairman, Florida Ex-Servire 
Men's Bureau. 

To: The Adjutant General. 

Subject: Report of the Activities of the Florida Ex-Ser- 
rice Men's Bureau During 1921. 

The Florida Ex-Service Men's Bureau really started 
functioning in July, 1921. 

At that time, through the earnest efforts of Major 
George F. Ahern, an office was established in the Old Bis- 
bee building, this city, where counsel and advice, or ser- 
vice of any kind was rendered ex-service men in distress or 
difficidty. 
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At that time the paramount problem in connection with 
securing justice for the ex-service men, who had claims, 
on a basis of disability or otherwise, was the matter of 
liaison between the bewildered claimant and the Govern- 
ment bureaus and officials. In other words men who had 
defied barb wire entanglements lost heart in many in- 
stances, in trying to fight their way through the red tape 
entanglements by which they are hedged away from the 
heart of the Nation. 

Accordingly the Bureau had printed and distributed 
descriptive and informational posters, directing ex-service 
men claimants as to whom they should apply and as io 
what channels existed through which they might reach the 
ear of the government. One of these posters was sent to 
each postoffice in the State and they were distributed else- 
where and as generally and as far as it was possible. They 
accomplished a great deal of good and brought in a large 
number of claims and correspondence. 

During the same month — July — 1200 inquiries regard- 
ing the Citizens Military Training Camp, some by person 
and many by mail, were handled and answered by the 
office. Relief (as far as relief could be gotten), was given 
the applicants in need. 

About this time the State Executive Committee of the 
Legion met in this city. General Lovell, State Adjutant 
General, met with them. In view of the fact that Jack- 
sonville, being the largest city in the State, and being so 
situated that the heaviest incidence of trouble lodged in it, 
and in view of the further fact that a start on state-wide 
service had already been made — even though rather 
feeble — it was decided to use the State Fund for the main- 
tenance of the State Bureau in Jacksonville. 

This plan was formally embodied in a resolution which 
provided for the payment of $125.00 per month to the 
Bureau in Jacksonville, the other $25.00 per month to go 
to the State Adjutant of the American Legion. 

Thus the Bureau started. On August 1st we moved to 
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44 Barrett building. We hired an ex-service man, Leo A. 
Waters, to conduct the office for us, paying him $75.00 per 
month State money and making up the other $25.00 per 
month out cf the Legion. The Legion also put in $15.00 
for emergency relief, making a total of $40.00 from the 
[jegion. The office rent, $40.00 was also paid out of the 
.State money. 

On September 1st we turned the office over to the Clean 
I'p Squad and co-operated in every way possible in that 
work. 

On October 1st Mr. Waters left to take up a more re- 
niunerative job. His place was taken by Mrs. Grace P. 
Thatcher, wife of a Legionnaire, and who has had 10 years 
experience in relief and welfare work. 

Active co-operation was established between the Bureau 
and tlic local Red Cross and the local County Board of 
Charities, whereby relief of a material character was read- 
ily available for every bona fide applicant. Through the 
County Board of Charities we were also able to secure 
half rate transportation for cases of that character. 

Following is a list of the Bureau activities which gives 
a general idea of the scope of service rendered : 

1. Information and advice, covering all kinds of cases 
and Mib.jo is. 

2. Maintenance of employment bureau. 

3. Securing certificates of lost discharges. 

4. Notary service and preparation of affidavits. 

5. Securing release of ex-service men from jail. 

6. Medical and hospital assistance. 

7. Detection of impostors and circulation of the State 
regarding them. 

8. Squelching of fake schemes ostensibly for "Benefit 
of Disabled." 

0. Furnishing of meals and lodgings. 
10. Securing money from friends and relatives. 
During the five months from July to December 31st, 
1921, 774 distinct cases were handled. We are working

our employed secretary over time and using up about one- 
half of the time of six or eight Legionnaires who haven t 
any better sense than to serve others for the sake of service. 

In this connection I wish to name Maj. W. L. Carbine, 
who has worked faithfully for the interests of ex-service- 
men, through the Bureau, without any compensation what- 
ever except the satisfaction of service. He is now an em- 
ploye of the Veterans' Bureau but is also acting as State 
Service Officer for the Legion. 

Regarding the United States Veterans' Bureau in this 
city, it is with pleasure that 1 am able to report the most 
cordial co-operation. We work together splendidly. 

I believe the Bureau, considering its limited funds, has 
delivered the goods. If service is conscientious effort, and 
working over-time, I know it has.

Subject: Report on August Encampment. 

1. In compliance with Generul Order No. 14. A. (i .0., State 
of Florida, 1921, the following report of the encampment of the 
Florida National Guard, at Camp Johnston, Florida, during the 
period August 2nd to August 21st, is submitted. 

2. The camp proper was preceeded by u four-day school of 
instruction which was attended by one or two officers and eight 
men of each of the units of the 1st Florida Infantry, together 
with three officers and fifteen men of the State Quartermasters 
Detachment and eight men of the 121st Motor Transport Com- 
pany. This four-day school of instruction was productive of most 
beneficial results in that men who attended the school wen> used 
later as instructors for the entire regiment. The inspector-in- 
structor had been notified that three regular army officers und 
seven sergeants would be sent to the camp to assist in the in- 
struction. These did not materialize. Therefore, it was neces- 
sary for the Commanding Officer and his staff to assist in in- 
struction in the school. The work of Major Wilson, Regimental 
Machine Gun Officer, and Captain Coslick. is to be especially 
commended. 

3. The regular camp of instruction began on August Gth and 
terminated on August 21st with the following units and organi- 
zations present:

The total average present in camp for duty was sixty-five 
(C5) officers and one thousand, eiglity-three (1,083) enlisted men. 

4. Drill and Instruction. The schedules of instruction pre- 
pared by the Inspector-Instructor for Infantry. Machine Gun Com- 
panies, Howitzer Company and Medical Detachment were closely 
followed out although somewhat modified as to hours. Because 
of the intense heat, softness of the men, and the intensive train- 
ing schedule put on during the day most of the evening lectures 
and exercises were discontinued giving the men full liberty after 
retreat. Intensive training was given the men, in school of the 
soldier, squad, platoon and company. No battalion or regimental 
manouvers were attempted although one firing problem, with a 
battalion supported by thirty-seven m.iu. guns was carried out. 
Battalion or regimental parades or reviews were held dally. 
Good results from the intensive training was apparent. The regi- 
ment as it came into Camp was very ragged, but on the day of 
the final review before the Governor of Florida, as it swung past 
the reviewing stand in raincoats It presented a most creditable 
appearance. 

5. Machine Oun Training. A special report, by the Regimental 
Machine Gun Officer, of machine gun activities is attached hereto, 
marked Exhibit "A." The recommendation of the Machine Gun 
Officer that a one thousand inch range be made permanent equip- 
ment at Camp Johnston is strongly endorsed. 

G. Rifle Range. The report of the Icange Officer on rifle firing 
Is attached marked Exhibit "B."' Captain Coslick"s recommenda- 
tions are concurred in, especially those referring to the placing 
of the range in first class condition before the next encampment. 

7. The Quartermaster Department Operated Efficiently. No 
special report of the activities of this department has been re- 
ceived. The men were well fed. Schools for cooks and model 
kftchens were established. Meat component of rations was cut 
down and fresh vegetables and fruits substituted. The men were 
at all times satisfied with their mess. 

8. Sanitation — Medical Department. Speciul report of the 
Regimental Surgeon is submitted, herewith, marked Exhibit 
"C." Much time was lost by reason of the vaccinations and In- 
oculations. This should be done before the troops arrive in camp. 
That the regiment made a unique reputation in that of Its avail- 
able strength In camp, it was one hundred percent inoculated and 
vaccinated was due to a close co-operation between the Head- 
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quarters and the Medical Department and the efficient and 
prompt carrying out of sufficient orders. 

9. Military Courtesy and Discipline, Military courtesy and 
military disci] line were stressed from the beginning. The men 
were taught and compelled to dress, look, act and salute like 
snappy soldiers. So doing they began to feel that they were real 
soldiers and (his was soon reflected in the work of the units. 

10. Esprit and Morale. The growth of the Company, Battalion 
and Regimental esprit was noticeable from day to day. Friendly 
competition was keen. During the period of the camp, company 
spirit was soon demonstrated. Battalions were rapidly shaped 
inlo ci mi] act units and finally on the day of the review of the 
Regiment by the Governor of Florida, one could see that a new 
regiment hud been born. As the men snapped past the review- 
ing stani in their raincoats one saw that every man was trying, 
that he had pride in his organization and he was doing his best 
to make a showing for his regiment. That the men had no work 
at night, that they were given plenty of liberty, and that truck- 
train transportation was provided for them to and fr;m the city 
was immensely valuable in keeping up morale. This camp was 
quite different from the old National Guard camp where soft, 
raw, untrained men were sent into a one or two week camp 
where they were overworked, underfe 1. unprovided with healthy 
amusements and finally sent home tired, sick, disgruntled, swear- 
ins never to get caught in a National Guard camp again. From 
this camp the men left singing and whistling and in better health 
than upon arrival, saying that they had had a wonderful time, 
already planning to come back next year and how they were 
going lo carry away the cups and what they proposed next year to 
do to other companies or other battalions. At the present date, 
instead of the usual slump following camp, new recruits are com- 
ing in. 

11. Uniform anil Equipment. Efforts made to complete the 
equipment and to furnish each soldier with two complete uni- 
forms. It is recommended that the special equipment required 
by Regimental Headquarters and the Headquarters Company be 
supplied as soon as practicable. 

12. Athletics. The athletic programme was a valuable and 
most pleasant feature. Competition between the companies for 
the various cups was productive of wonderful results in promot- 
ing company spirit. Battalion baseball competition induced an 
intensive battalion spirit which welded the battalions into units 
and induced into each battalion a desire to excell in military 
work and all other battalion functions. Illustration of the cups 
d'-nated for athletic competitions is attached hereto, marked 
Exhibit "D." 

IS. The troops had most excellent training in guard duty, due 
to the necessity for guarding the Duval County jail, in the City of 
Jacksonville, and on one occasion, the disposition of forces about 
the jail to repel a possible mob, involving use of infantry, 
machine guns, auto rifles, combat and reconnaissance patrols, 
sentries, etc., as well as military police and intelligence details 
operating with the city and county police officials, in addition, 
the Duval County armory was guarded at this time. It was 
perhaps fortunate that this trouble occurred during the time of 
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the camp of instruction. This afforded the troops most excellent 
training, not only as to the disposition of troops, disposition of 
machine guns, transportation, guard duty, supply of outposts, 
etc., but it undoubtedly prevented a lynching and perhaps a 
race riot in Jacksonville. The guard or the Duval County Jail 
was gradually reduced, relief being made morning and evening 
so that no one unit suffered a loss of time from its camp instruc- 
tion. The infantry was taken from the Guard Company and each 
day at the jail intensive training was given on interior and ex- 
terior guard duty. The most striking, and one of the most pleas- 
ing features of the entire maneuver, was the spirit shown by the 
units and by the men. They were all most anxious and willing 
to serve. Discipline about the jail was excellent. All of tha 
units made a most favorable impression on the officials as well 
as the citizens of Jacksonville. A great many complimentary re- 
marks were heard. The whole incident will be beneficial to the 
National Guard in directing publfc opinion to the value of the 
guard. Already evidences of greater public interest and public 
co-operation are seen. 

14. Because of the fact that Infantry Drill Regulation (Prov. 
1!>19), contains no formation for a regiment as organized at pres- 
ent, the regiment was formed for parade and review as shown in 
attached blue print, marked Exhibit "E." 

15. Summary.. Summarized, that the men did receive excellent 
military training in addition to having a really good, dean time 
was evidenced by the appearance of the regiment in final review, 
by the appearance and conduct of the men in camp and in the 
city, by the work on the range and by the results shown on the 
drill grounds and in field work. The success of the camp is be- 
lieved to be due to the following: 

(a) The well arranged, intensive, well conducted programme 
of military training during each morning. 

(b) Two battalions firing each afternoon on the range; one 
battalion at athletics or games. No afternoon drlKs except parade 
or guard mount. 

(c) Excellent food and careful medical and sanitary super- 
vision of men, messes and quarters. 

(d) No night wcrk. plenty of libsrty, rest and relaxation. 
That the men appreciated this is evidenced by the fact that there 
were practically no prisoners and but four summary court cases 
during the camp. Reports from our military police on duty In 
the city, city police of Jacksonville, and citizens shows that 
they were exceptionally well behaved and at all times presented 
a most creditable appearance. 

(e) Strict but just military discipline and inslstance on a 
constant high degree of military courtesy. 

(g) Diplomatic and efficient work on the part of the In- 
spector-Instructor and his Sergeant-Instructors, his appreciation 
of the fact that guardsmen can be easier led than driven and that 
this can be done without mollycoddling. Strict discipline, hard 
intensive work, but on the basis that the officers and men are 
intelligent human beings, ready and willing to serve, desiring 
only a square deal.

2. Details cf eight officers and enlisted men from Companies 
"D." "H," and "M," reported at the school of instruction for 
machine gun training. 

3. The course of instruction covering a period of four days was 
designed to develop instructors in machine gunnery ani the work 
as outlined was carried cut. with excellent results. 

4. Co. "D," "H," and '"M," the companies designated to re- 
ceive machine gun training reported at Camp Joseph E. Johnston 
August Gth. 1H21. The schedule outlined by the Instructor, 
.Major Walter Moore, was followed at all times. 

5. The facilities for 1000-in. and range firing at Camp John- 
ston were nil. after considerable delay a 10(»0-in. range and field 
screens were built that would answer temporarily. 

G. The officers and enlisted personnel entered the training 
whole-heartedly and the progress they made was evidenced in re- 
tort of Field Firing to the Commanding Officer, August 20th. 
1921, and by the Reports of Efficiency by the Instructor. 

Recommendation*: It is recommended that a schedule for 
armory training be prepared which will be a continuation of the 
training outlined at this encampment. That a 1000-in. range b? 
built for the use of the machine gun companies and the material 
for traversing screens be made part of the permanent equipment 
at the camp.

S. The practice was interrupted by rain and the Jacksonville 
riot call, making it difficult to carry on the work according to 
schedule. 

9. Progress of target practice was considerably hampered 
by the fact lhat from 40 to 50 percent of the men firing had none 
or very little knowledge of the rifle and range work. 

10. Lack of organization within the companies on the range 
was very evident. 

11. It is recommenced that pistol and automatic rifle practice 
be included in next yeans target practice schedule. 

12. It is recommended that the following improvements on the 
State Rifle Range be made as they will increase the efficient and 
expeditious manner in which instruction in small arms may be 
acconulished during future camps of instruction: 

1. That a substantial telephone system be installed. 

2. That two more pit houses be constructed. 

3. That, in the interest of safety, a concrete cap be placed 
on at least the 600-yard range butts. 

4. That a road be constructed between the COO and 1000-yard 
ranges. 

5. That bridges be placed over all ditches on the right of 
600-yard range. 

C. That prior to next camp the range be put in Al condition 
and properly equipped so that target practice may be 
carried on in an uninterrupted manner. 
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13. During the last cauip the large majority of men showed a 
keen interest in rifle work. To increase this interest and create 
a greater enthusiasm among guardsmen and even civilians it be- 
hooves all concerned to thoioughly post themselves in the very 
fine sport of target shooting.

REPORT OF REGIMENTAL SURGEON 154TH INFANTRY, 
FLORIDA NATIONAL GUARD. 

St. Augustine, Fla.. October 29. 1921. 

Personal Hygiene and Camp Sanitation were given the com- 
mand in lectures; typhoid, small-pox and venereal prophylaxis 
were especially emphasized; immunization against typhoid and 
small-pox was commenced the first day of the school of instruc- 
tion and by the last day of the camp of instruction 91% of the 
command had completed such immunization; intelligent and will- 
ing co-operation of the line officer and line non-commissioned 
officer with the medical department made this possible. Absences 
with leave, and sickness, account for the 9'/ r uncompleted, effort's 
were made to have all uncompleted immunized men complete 
their vaccine after returning home. 

During the first five days of the camp of Instruction sick call 
was unusually and unnecessarily large, sick books from some 
companies persisted in being improperly filled out day after day. 
all this gradually corrected itself after explanations regarding 
the real purpose of sick call was brought to the attention of 
company officers and by the seventh day of the camp sick call 
was down to about 5% of the command; and remained about 
that percentage until the day before closing, when Cos. E an] G 
with attached Q. M. C. men came down with an attack of acute 
ptomaine due undoubtedly to spoiled food served for morning 
mess; all cases were returned to duty within 18 hours. The very 
splendid work of the enlisted personnel at the Regimental Medi- 
cal Detachment had a large amount to do with the quick return 
to duty of these ptomaine cases. 

In the first days of the camp of instruction there were far too 
many cases of heat exhaustion, undoubtedly due to the excessive 
heat, the heavy training schedule during the worst heat of the 
day. and to rather poor water discipline; trooos unaccustomed 
to open life, drill and skirmish, rifle fire, and fresh from the 
usual ease of a Floridian's summer life were quite too green ani 
soft for the heavy schedule given them. In the opinion of the 
medical department. 

Experience at this camp would dictate the advisability of hav- 
ing the following completed before attending camp in the future: 

(a) All typhoid and small-pox immunizations complete. 

(b) Water discipline thoroughly taught. 

(c) Company instructions on first aid — especially in refer- 
ence to heat, and to care in change in diet. 
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(d) Company officers and non-commissioned officers thorough- 
ly instructed in handling the sick book and it's relation to the 
company morning report. 

The sanitation of the camp appeared to be excellent, this was 
handled entirely by the State surgeon, accompanied daily by a 
detailed clerk from the Regimental Medical Detachment, per- 
sonnel. 

The Regimental Medical Detachment followed the training 
schedule, as laid down by the State Inspector and Instructor, to 
the letter, although at times it necessitated work into the night 
to complete the training schedule and the work of the detach- 
ment at the camp hospital. 

The work of the detachment was handicapped at all times by 
not having their own mess and the patients in the hospital would 
have been better fed if a mess had been running at the hospital. 
It is suggested and recommended that a range and all kitchen 
facilities be provided for the hospital before another camp.

This showing was good, but. again, lack of experience and un- 
favorable conditions became a factor that could not be overcome. 

8. The team was quartered in tents, four men to the tent. 
Each man was supplied with a cot, a mattress, and plenty of 
blankets to make him comfortable. The mess conditions were 
very poor. The food was fairly well prepared, but the mess was 
unsanitary. The allowance was ample, such as it was; the water 
was toor; the medical officer at the camp considering the water 
responsible for the dysentry which was prevalent in the camp. 
The bathing facilities were inadequate, there being about four- 
teen (14) showers to take care of the competitors' camp, con- 
sisting of about 900 men. 

During the National Rifle Association Matches, there were very 
few practice targets, due to the fact that the enlisted personnel 
was limited and all the men available were handling the targets 
for the National Rifle Association Matches. 

Upon arrival at Camp Perry, the undersigned officer took up 
the question of the officers mess with Captain Harlem Muma. 
the Camp Assignment Officer, and was Informed that National 
Guard Officers were ineligible for the officer's mess, that being 
for regular army officers only. This discrimination was then 
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taken up with Major George R. Harrison, officer in charge of 
Nutional Guard affairs at Camp Perry. On August 31st, a memo- 
randum to National Guard officers partially corrected this dis- 
crimination inasmuch as it invited National Guard field officers 
and officers who had their families with them, to join the offi- 
cers' mess. None of the officers of the Florida National Guard 
team joined this mess. 

9. Recommendntitms. (a) That the future National match 
teams be equipped with at least one high-grade telescope and that 
each man be equipped with a micrometer. 

(b) That company officers be instructed to inform their men 
of the possibilities of shooting on the State team and make it 
possible for men who wish to try for the team to shoot on their 
home ranges as often as possible. Each man who is chosen for a 
team member should have at least six months training on the 
range. 

(c) That the condition of the mess, water and bathing facili- 
ties, be taken up with the proper authorities, with a view to 
having corrections made. 

(d) That the apparent discrimination against National Guard 
officers be taken up with the proper authorities, with a view of 
determining who was responsible for this discrimination.

Troop*. Bow Ordered Out. When an invasion of or insurrec- 
tion in the State is made or threatened, or whenever there exists 
a riot', mob, unlawful assembly, breach of the peace or resistance 
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to the execution of the laws of the State, <>r imminent danger 
thereof, and the civil authorities are unable to suppress the same, 
it shall be the duty of the Commander-in-Chief, or in case he 
cannot be reached and the emergeucy will not permit of await- 
ing his orders, it shall be the duty of the Adjutant General to 
Issue an order to the officer in command of the body of troops 
best suited for the service for which troops are called, command- 
ing him to proceed with the troops under Mill, or as many there- 
of as may be necessary, with all possible promptness, to sup- 
press the same. In any case where neither the Comiuander-in- 
Chief nor the Adjutant General can be reached, and the exigency 
of the occasion shall require it, the County Judge of any county 
where there may exist a riot, mob, unlawful assembly, breach of 
the peace or resistance to the execution of the laws of the State, 
or imminent danger thereof, and the civil authorities are unable 
to suppress - the same, shall have the power and authority, nnd it 
shall be the duty of such County Judge, upon the application of 
the sheriff or the mayor of any city or town in said county, to 
issue an order to the officer in command of any company, or body 
of troops, in such county, commanding him to proceed with the 
troops under him, or as many thereof as may be necessary, with 
all possible promptness to suppress the same. 

2. The following instructions are announced and will hereafter 
govern the calling out of troops in aid of civil authorities: 

An order placing troops on duty for the purpose of aiding the 
civil authorities will be directed to the commanding officer of 
the post where the most suitable troops are located. As a rule 
the order will designate the exact force to be employed and when 
the force so designated as smaller than the total strength of the 
garrison, the post commander will transmit the order to the com- 
manding officer of the organization designated for duty and will 
require the same to be promptly executed; when an order does 
not designate the force to be employed, the post commander 
should, if practicable, confer with the civil authorities or by 
€ther means acquaint himself with the situation, being gov- 
erned in calling out of troops by the evigencies of the case and 
using only such number of troops as seem necessary to accom- 
plish the purposes for which their services are required. Whera 
only one company is employed, field and staff officers will not 
be placed on duty without special authority. 

3. When troops are called out by the County Judge in an 
emergency situation, the officer receiving such a call will imme- 
diately acquaint himself with the situation and order out such 
number of troops as he may think necessary to meet the emer- 
gency. As soon thereafter as possible he will report direct to the 
office of the Adjutant General — either by telegram or other quick- 
est available means of communication — his action and a brief 
statement of the causes upon which the call for troops was based. 

4. Troops should not be kept on duty longer ' than is abso- 
lutely necessary to accomplish the purpose for which they were 
called out. 

When troops are employed to protect prisoners, the command- 
ing officer should at once suggest to the sheriff or other civil 
officer having them in charge that he apply to the proper au- 
thority for permission to move them to a point of safety, and this 



should be done with as little delay as possible. Where only a 
small guard is required, troops will not ordinarily be employed 
for this purpose as such service can be rendered by deputy 
sheriffs or other police officers. Troops will not be used in any 
case where the civil authorities can properly handle the sltuatiou. 
Commanding officers will always bear in mind that they are act- 
ing in aid of the civil authorities and in all cases will endeavor 
to secure written instructions from the civil authorities as to 
what action is desired.

1. In accordance with authority granted in 4th Ind., Hdqs. 
4th Corps Area, dated June 4th, 1921, and 1st Ind., 4th Corps 
Area, dated June 4th, 1921 (354.1). the following officers and en- 
listed men of the recognized National Guard of Florida, are au- 
thorized to proceed from their respective home stations to State 
Camp Grounds (Camp Joseph E. Johnston, Fla. ). for the purpose 
of attending a Four Day School of Instruction, to be held on the 
following dines, August 2, 3. 4 and 5. 1921. At the close of this 
School of Instruction, these officers and enlisted men will report 
to the Commanding Officer, Camp of Instruction, State Camp 
Grounds (Camp Joseph E. Johnston, Fla.): 

(a) All State Staff and Medical Officers. 

(b) All Regimental and Battalion Field and Staff Officers. 

(c) A detachment consisting of two (2) officers and eight 
(8) enlisted men, which will include a Mess Sergeant and a Cook 
from each company, except the Coast Artillery. 

2. Each separate officer and authorized company details will 
entrain at their respective home stations, so as to arrive at 
State Camp Grounds (Camp Joseph E. Johnston, Fla.), before 
midnight, August 1st, 1921. 

3. Each officer and enlisted man will carry with him full field 
equipment. In addition to this, details from Companies D, H 
fcnd M, will bring with them one machine gun complete with 
equipment. 

4. The Property and Disbursing Officer will furnish trans- 
portation to all officers and enlisted men, and subsistence for 
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the necessary travel to the enlisted men at the rate of $1.60 per 
day. 

5. Each separate officer and detail commander will wire the 
date and hour of departure from home stations, and the approxi- 
mate hour of arrival, and will report on arrival to the Command- 
ing Office, Four Day School, State Camp Grounds (Camp Joseph 
E. Johnston. Fla.) 

6. Captain H. C. F. Dolim. Q. M. C, Fla. N. G., will report to 
State Camp Grounds, Camp Joseph E. Johnston, before noon, 
.Inly 30th, 1921. and is detailed Camp Quartermaster. 

7. The travel directed is necessary in the military service.

1. Pursuant to authority contained in 4th Ina\ (354.1) Mil. 
Fla. N. G., from Hdqs. 4th Corps Area, dated June 4th, 1021, and 
1st Ind. (354.1), Mil. Fla. N. G. Hdqs. 4th Corps Area, dated 
June 4, 1921. a fifteen day Camp of Instruction will be held at 
the State Camp Grounds (Camp Joseph E. Johnston), from 
August Ctli to August 20th, 1921, inclusive. 

2. The following officers and organizations Florida National 
Guar:!, will attend the camp: 

The State Staff Corps. 

The Medical Corps. 

The First Regiment of Infantry. 

The 121st Motor Transport Corrs. 

3. Colonel Raymond C. Turck, First Infantry, is assigned the 
command of the camp, and will report at the State Camp Grounds 
not later than the morning of August 5th. 

Captain H. C. F. Dohm, Q. M. C, is assigned as Camp Quarter- 
master, and will report to the Camp Commander not later than 
the morning of August 5th. 

Captain George M. Coslick, Ordnance Department, is assigned 
as Camp Ordnance Officer, and will report to the Camp Com- 
mander not later than the morning of August 5th. 

4. It is absolutely necessary that every available man be- 
longing to the Florida National Guard attend camr. No man will 
be excused from attending except for very urgent reasons, which 
must be approved by this office. 
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5. All organizations will leave their home stations so as to 
arrive at the State Camp Grounds not later than midnight. 
August 5th. 

G. The Commanding Officer of the Camp of Instruction will In- 
held responsible for the discipline, care of property, hygiene and 
general work of the camp. He will put into effect the routine 
and schedule of instruction as prepared by the U. S. Army In- 
structor, and see that same are fully carried out. 

7. Militia Bureau Circular No. 31, has the following provisions, 
which will govern: 

(a) All enlisted men attending field training for not less than 
one-half of the full training period, will receive pay, subsistence 
and transportation. The pay of officers will depend upon the 
minimum strength of the enlisted men in their respective or- 
ganizations who attend field training as follows: 

(b) In all organizations of the National Guard which are 
not required to maintain a strength of at least sixty-five mem- 
bers, seventy percent of the actual required enlisted strength 
must attend field training for the officers to receive pay. 

(c) For those organizations of the Nationnl Guard which 
must maintain a strength of at least sixty-five active members, 
the officers will receive pay if seventy percent of the sixty five 
actual members attend field training. I.e.. forty-six active en- 
listed members. 

(d) These are the minimum requirements which will entitle 
officers to field training pay. National Guard organizations 
whii-h cannot meet the above required will not be sent to Field 
Training Camps. 

(e) Paragraph 512, National Guard Regulations, provides that 
credit will not be given for attendance at camp unless the average 
number of officers present for duty exceeds 5095 for each 
organization. 

8. While troops are en route from home stations to camp and 
return, the senior officer present will be responsible for the 
maintainance of discipline and will see that all property is safe 
guarded and no depredation committed. 

It is absolutely necessary that the Floriria National Guard 
avoid any criticism as to their behavior, either en route or while 
at camp. They are dependent upon the people of Florida for 
their up-building and must not act otherwise than to secure the 
support of the citizens of Florida. 

9. All organization commanders will see that no man afflicted 
with a contagious disease or a venereal disease, is allowed to at- 
tend camp. Men so afflicted attending camp will not be counted 
for duty nor will they receive pay. 

All innoculations and vaccinations should be completed before 
camp. 

10. All organization commanders upon arrival In camp will 
submit a report to the Instructor, conveying the following Infor- 
mation : 

Has each officer and enlisted man of your unit been examined 
by a Medical Officer of the Regular Army or National Guard, or a 
civilian doctor, in accordance with the standards prescribed in 
the Regular Army? If not, state the number of each. (This 
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means the regular physical examination upon entering the 
National Guard.) Every man must be physically examined be- 
fore going to camp. 

How many members of the organization present in camp have 

received the complete anti-typhoid inoculation? How 

many have not? How many have been vacciuated 

against smallpox? How may have not? 

Number present who have had service in the U. S. Army since 
April Gth, 1917 Officers; Enlisted men. 

Number present who were transferred from other organizations 

wilhin six months preceding encampment: Officers; 

Enlisted men. (This does nor refer to transfers 

within the Regiment). 

Number present who have attended camp with other organ! 

zatious during current calendar year: Officers; 

Knl i sum men. 

Does your organization conform to the prescribed Tables of 
Organization, 1921?

11. No purchase or expenditure of any character whatsoever, 
other than those provided for under this order, or may be 
especially authorized in writing by the Adjutant General, will be 
made by any officer or enlisted man in the name of the State. 
Bills for purchases not authorized will not be paid and the offi- 
cer or soldier making such purchase will be subject to dis- 
ciplinary action. 

12. All organizations will bring their full field equipment. 
In no case will enlisted men be allowed to carry baggage of any 
kind other than their military equipment. 

13. The U. S. Property and Disbursing Officer will furnish 
the necessary transportation from home station to camp and re- 
turn for all officers and enlisted men. Transportation requests 
will be sent to organization commanders and separate officers and 
men, which will be exchanged for tickets. 

No organization will move from its home station with less than 
the required number of officers and men as shown in paragraph 
ii of this order. 

14. To each officer or man to whom a transportation request 
is furnished for travel to camp, a duplicate form will also be 
issued, and it is required that the original and duplicate form 
of the request be prepared at the same time and in such manner 
that they exactly correspond. The original request, when duly 
accompanied by the officer or man applying for transportation, 
will be delivered to the railroad agent in exchange for a proper 
railroad ticket and the duplicate at the same time will be mailed 
direct to the U. S. Property and Disbursing Officer. State Arsenal, 
St. Augustine, Florida. 

15. It is made the duty of each commanding officer of each 
organization to carefully inspect the passenger coaches and bag- 
gage cars assigned for use of his command. Such inspection to 
be made at the time of entraining and in company with the train 
conductor or other representative of the road. Careful note will 
be made of any broken glasses, damaged seats or other defects in 
the train equipment, and such defects will be called to the atten- 
tion of the railroad representative. Prior, or at time of detrain- 
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ing, a second inspection will be made, and, should the coaches 
and cars have suffered no damage or injury at the hands of the 
troops, the railroad conductor will be asked to state same in 
writing. Should it be found that any damage has been don? to 
the train equipment by the troops, the extent of same will be 
agreed upon by the commanding officer aad the conductor or 
other representative and a report together with the facts and 
circumstances will be made and properly signed. All reports 
will be sent to the U. S. Property and Disbursing Officer, through 
this office. 

16. All enlisted men will be cautioned before leaving their 
home stations that they will be held responsible for any damage 
to train equipment, and, should any damage or injury be done, 
the commanding officer Institute investigations to fix responsi- 
bility for the same, and, this having been done, the amount will 
be collected from the responsible soldier or soldiers sufficient t:> 
cover the cost of such damages, and disciplinary action will be 
taken. 

If the responsibility cannot be placed, the amount will be paid 
by the company commander, who will in turn collect from the 
company to reimburse himself. 

17. Commutation of travel rations will be allowed at the rate 
of $1.00 per day, to all organizations for their meals, for the 
period of travel from home stations to camp and return. The 
commanding officer will pay for these meals and ba re-lmbursed 
for the same by the U. S. Property and Disbursing Officer. 
(Voucher Form No. 19). 

18. Organization cominunders will telegraph the Camp Com- 
mander, State Camp Grounds, Jacksonville, August 5th, time of 
departure and probable time of arrival. 

19. As soon as organizations arrive in camp, the crganization 
commander will immediately report to the Camp Quartermaster, 
for assignment to quarters, and will al>"<> re|iort to the Camp 
Commander, with a roster of his organization, showing men 
actually present or absent. Morning reports will be submitted 
for the period beginning with the date of entraining at respec- 
tive home stations and continuing through to date of return there- 
to, inclusive. 

20. Upon completion of duties (rescrlbed for this encamp- 
ment, the respective organizations, officers and men. will return 
tD their home stations. The travel directed in this order is 
necessary for military service. < 

21. Upon completion of tour of duty connected with the Camp 
of Instruction, the Commanding Officer will make a full report 
covering the activities of this camp to the Adutant General of 
the State.
